Grim Reality 

Students receive sober reminder to drive responsibly

As prom approaches, Henry County High 
School students heard a sobering message 
about personal responsibility when getting 
behind the wheel. 

Throughout the school day April 13, the 
Grim Reaper grabbed 12 students out of 
class, not be be seen again until an assembly 
in the gym. Then, the Grim Reaper snuffed 
out 11 of their lives, like so many candles, due 
to poor decisions by drivers using alcohol or 
drugs in different dramatic scenarios. 

About 30 minutes of every day someone 
is killed in an alcohol-related traffic crash, as 
Principal Shannon Sageser noted in the assem¬ 
bly. Motor vehicle accidents are among the 


leading causes of death for teenagers. 

“Each week, 133 teenagers die due to these 
crashes,” he said. “Unfortunately, over one- 
third of these deaths are related to alcohol. 
Look around you and know that two of every 
five people will be involved in an alcohol- 
related crash in their lifetime. Don’t be a sta¬ 
tistic.” 

The Grim Reaper appeared with each 
of the 11 victims spaced around the gym 
floor as their obituaries were read, includ¬ 
ing Emily Holcomb, Cody Calhoun, Sara 
Finley, Landon Enmen, Summer Bowersock, 
Air on Hardy, Megan Hayden, Dustin Love, 
Austin Hartsell, Hollie Jameson and Eugenia

April 20 is the deadline to register for primary election 


The deadline to regis¬ 
ter to vote in the upcom¬ 
ing May 19 Primary 
Election is Monday, April 
20, according to a news 
release from the office of 
Secretary of State Alison 
Lundergan Grimes. 

County clerks’ offices 
throughout Kentucky 
will accept voter registra¬ 
tion cards until the close 
of business on that date. 
Mail-in voter registra¬ 
tion applications must be 
postmarked by April 20. 


In order to be eligible 
to vote, individuals must: 

• Be a U.S. citizen, 

• Be a Kentucky resi¬ 
dent for at least 28 days 
before Election day, 

• Be at least 18 years 
old by the date of the 
next general election, 

• Not be a convicted 
felon, or if convicted of a 
felony offense, must have 
obtained a restoration of 
civil rights, 

• Not have been 
adjudged “mentally 


incompetent,” and 
• Not claim the right 
to vote anywhere outside 
Kentucky. 

Minors who are 17 
years old but will be 18 
years old on or before 
the General Election on 
November 3 are eligible 
to register and vote in 
the upcoming primary; 
however, they are not 
eligible to vote in special 
elections until they are 
18 years old. 

Voters who have 


recently moved need to 
update their voter reg¬ 
istration information by 
no later than April 20. 
According to state law, 
individuals who move 
from one county to 
another county while the 
voter registration books 
are open and fail to 
update their registration 
information before the 
voter registration books 
close are not permitted 
to vote in the primary. 

Changes in party 


affiliation for the 2015 
Primary Election were 
due by December 31. 

Voters who changed 
their party affiliation after 
that date are not eligible 
to vote in partisan races 
in the primary, although 
they may vote on non¬ 
partisan races on the May 
primary ballot. 

Voters who changed 
their party affiliation after 
December 31, 2014, 
may still vote for their 
candidate(s) of choice in 


the November General 
Election. 

You can check your 
current registration status 
on the Voter Information 
Center, https ://cdcbp. 
ky. gov/VICWeb /index. 
jsp. To obtain a registra¬ 
tion card or for more 
information about regis¬ 
tering to vote, visit www. 
elect.ky.gov or contact 
your county clerk or the 
State Board of Elections

Hernandez. 

One at a time, two 
Henry County EMS 
personnel threw a sheet 
over the bodies of the 
victim of driving under 
the influence. Eugenia 
Hernandez, an 18-year- 
old senior, died while 
driving her brother Isaac 
home on Highway 22 
after a fun day. 

“Eugenia was going 
around a sharp curve 
when a drunk driver in 
the other car crossed the 
center line and hit her 
head on, causing her car 
to spin out of control, 
and wrapping it around 
a tree,” said the obitu¬ 
ary read by teacher Steve 
Galyon. “Eugenia was 
killed on impact. Her 
brother, Isaac, was stat- 


flighted to University 
Hospital in critical condi¬ 
tion.” 

Hernandez’s dreams of 
majoring in nursing with 
the career goal of becom¬ 
ing a neo-natal nurse and 
helping save newborn 
babies’ lives would have 
been snuffed out with 
her. 

But the last student, 
Frankie Taylor, repulsed 
the Grim Reaper. 

“No, I’m not going 
to be another statistic!” 
Taylor said before run¬ 
ning from the specter. 
“My life means more 
than that!” 

Each year, teens 
account for 20 percent 
of all fatal crashes even 
though they make up 
only 10 percent of total 
drivers, Henry County 
Deputy Dean Murray 
pointed out. 

“Take a stand to stop 
drinking a driving,” he 


said. “Never allow a 
friend to get behind the 
wheel after drinking.” 

Students also heard the 
story of Alex Otte, who 
got run over by a boat 
going 70 mph operated 
by a drunk man while she 
was on a Jetski. Now 18, 
Otte was near death with 
her brain bleeding in 
four places and multiple 
broken bones. She lived 
but she lost a leg in the 
incident. 

“Think about what 
you’re doing,” she said. 
“If you’re going to drink 
have someone else drive 
you home.” 

Organizers wanted to 
highlight this lesson as 
prom is approaching, 
math teacher Katie Ruff 
said. “I think it’s really 
important for the kids 
to see the effects that 
alcohol can have, and it 
really can cost them their 
lives,” she said.

Organizers hoped to show the students the fatal errors that could arise from inci¬ 
dents of drinking and driving.

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Long distance chase began in Henry 


A Cincinnati, Ohio, 
man was transported 
to the University of 
Cincinnati Hospital 
April 5 after crashing his 
motorcycle while flee¬ 
ing from troopers from 
Kentucky State Police 
Post 5 Campbellsburg. 

While traveling north 
on 1-71 in Henry County 
near the 36 mile marker, 
Trooper Barrett Brewer 
observed a vehicle 
approaching from behind 
at an extremely high 
rate of speed. Trooper 
Brewer conducted a traf¬ 


fic stop at the 39 mile 
marker. 

After stopping as 
directed, the violator 
rode off at a high rate of 
speed. Trooper Brewer 
initiated the pursuit and 
gave chase. 

The rider, Dewan 
Morris of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, continued to flee 
from the trooper until 
exiting the interstate 
at exit 62 in Gallatin 
County. 

While exiting at a high 
rate of speed, Morris was 
unable to stop and was 


ejected from the motor¬ 
cycle, according to the 
state police.

Police crackdown targeting distracted drivers 


In conjunction with 
National Distracted 
Driving Awareness 
Month, law enforcement 
agencies in Kentucky are 
stepping up efforts to 
persuade drivers to put 
down the phone as part 
of the second annual 
national texting enforce¬ 
ment crackdown - U 
Drive. U Text. U Pay. 

“Driving and texting 
is illegal and irrespon¬ 
sible,” said Kentucky 
Transportation Secretary 
Mike Hancock, who is 
Gov. Steve Beshear’s 
designated representative 
for highway safety and 
chair of the Governor’s 
Executive Committee on 
Highway Safety. “We are 


serious about stopping 
this deadly behavior, so 
all drivers must know 
that if you are texting 
while driving, you will be 
stopped and fined.” 

Violating Kentucky’s 
texting law can be costly. 
Violators will be liable 
for fines of $25 on a first 
offense and $50 on each 
subsequent offense, plus 
court costs. 

The law bans texting 
for drivers of all ages 
while the vehicle is in 
motion. For drivers over 
18, it allows the use of 
global positioning devices 
and reading, selecting 
or entering a telephone 
number or name for 
the purpose of making 


a phone call. Texting is 
allowed only to report 
illegal activity or to 
request medical or emer¬ 
gency aid. 

For drivers under 18, 
no use of personal com¬ 
munication devices, such 
as cellphones and pag¬ 
ers, is allowed while the 
vehicle is in motion. The 
use of a global position¬ 
ing system is allowed, but 
manually entering infor¬ 
mation must be com¬ 
pleted while the vehicle is 
stopped. 

In Kentucky in 2014, 
there were over 53,500 
crashes resulting in over 
14,000 injuries and 169 
fatalities due to distracted 
driving.

als walk in and to buy 
one part, like a side-view 
mirror off a vehicle, as 
Stephens discussed with 
his fellow city council 
members Monday. The 
onsite weekly auctions 
will sell totaled vehicles. 

“As you can tell by the 
drawing and the pictures 
of other sites, this is not 
the case at all,” Stephens 
told the newspaper. “It 
is a well-designed, nice 
looking business with 
nice structures and beau¬ 
tiful landscaping.” 

In Eminence, IAA 
plans to develop about 
half of the 30 acres, 
leaving the other half 
for future expansion, 
including building a 
9,000-square-foot facil¬ 
ity, and to hire about 10 
employees at the outset, 


she said. Construction 
remains on track to open 
the facility this year, 
despite heavy rains this 
spring. 

Responding to ques¬ 
tions about the appear¬ 
ance of the facility, IAA 
officials sent the Henry 
County Focal a diagram 
for the Eminence loca¬ 
tion. It shows the devel¬ 
opers will save existing 
trees along Highway 22 
and along the property 
line. Plus, the informa¬ 
tion shows that the com¬ 
pany will add new land¬ 
scaping along the road in 
front as wide as 46 feet 
in places. 

The company will also 
install an eight-foot solid 
panel or slatted fence 
between the highway 
and the facility, accord¬ 
ing to the diagram. For 
security, the remainder 
of the property will have 
an eight-foot chain link 
fence. 


IAA officials also 
included photos from 
other company loca¬ 
tions, showing clean, 
white metal buildings 
and uncluttered lots as 
examples of what their 
facilities look like. 

It’s in everyone’s best 
interests for IAA to oper¬ 
ate an efficient auction 
site, Jeanene O’Brien, 
IAA’s vice president of 
global marketing, said. 

“As a company that 
sells nearly 1.7 million 
vehicles a year, we run an 
extremely tight ship,” she 
said. “The vehicles have 
to be protected so that 
when they are sold they 
have to be in the best 
condition. Our vehicles 
and the way our yard 
looks, they are highly 
organized, they’re very 
neat and they move very 
fast, because vehicles 
depreciate and our cli¬ 
ents want vehicles sold 
quickly.”

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trolled substance for the 
methadone, one count of 
second degree trafficking 
in a controlled substance 
for Buprenorphine and 
one count possession of a 
defaced firearm. 

McFarland, who was 
72 at the time of his 
arrest in the summer of 
2012, sold methadone, a 
schedule II narcotic, to 
a confidential informant 
three times, according to 
the indictment. 

McFarland avoided a 
jury trial through a plea 
agreement negotiated 
between his attorney, 

Ken McCardwell, and 
prosecutors. 

Before the judge 
imposed sentence, 
McFarland read from 
a three-page prepared 
statement. 

After moving to Henry 
County 35 years ago 
with four small boys, he 
wanted to provide activi¬ 
ties for youth, McFarland 
said. He became coach 
and commissioner for 


the Campbellsburg 
Fittle Feague Baseball 
for almost 10 years 
and became a found¬ 
ing member of Henry 
County Youth Football 
and served as its commis¬ 
sioner. 

His oldest son was 
killed in what McFarland 
described as “a drug- 
related incident.” After 
other young people he 
knew got involved with 
drugs, McFarland said he 
swore to help them with 
their addictions. 

“Helping drug addicts 
irritated certain Kentucky 
State police troopers,” 
McFarland told the 
court. “Their ‘war on 
drugs’ mentality was if 
you aided addicts, you 
are a drug dealer.” 

Referring to the 
police’s informant in 
his case, McFarland 
explained that he bought 
a car from that person 
and spouse in 2011 and 
they became friends. 

After McFarland 
learned this couple spent 
a $250,000 insurance 
settlement on drugs, he 
said he tried to talk them 
into taking methodone 


treatment in order to get 
off opiates. They refused. 

“The first week in 
March 2012, the infor¬ 
mant’s husband asked me 
several times to help him 
find some methadone 
pills, so he could pass an 
opiate drug test at his 
new job,” McFarland 
told the court. “I felt 
good I was helping my 
friends get off opiates 
and he wouldn’t lose his 
job. My friends had no 
intention of getting off 
opiates. They were only 
setting me up for the 
state police.” 

McFarland also com¬ 
plained the state police 
hadn’t made any arrests 
in his March 5 home 
invasion by two men 
in ski masks who took 
his jewelry and pistol 
whipped him, even 
though he’d named sus¬ 
pects in the incident. 

McFarland sees him¬ 
self as someone who 
spent 20 years counsel¬ 
ing youth on the evils 
of using drugs and that 
he does not deserve to 
be written about in the 
newspaper as a drug 
dealer. 


“No parent in the 
world would ever believe 
that a father that buried 
his oldest son and had to 
visit his other two sons in 
prison, because of drugs, 
could ever become a 
drug dealer,” McFarland 
concluded. 

In line with the plea 
agreement, Conrad sen¬ 
tenced McFarland to 10 
years in prison — five 
years each on the five 
drug trafficking offenses 
with two of those run¬ 
ning consecutively. The 
remaining three of traf¬ 
ficking counts will run 
concurrently, as will the 
12-month sentence on 
the conviction on posses¬ 
sion of the gun, Conrad 
said. With an alterna¬ 
tive sentence agreed to, 
McFarland will instead 
serve 90 days in home 
incarceration with a lim¬ 
ited number of visitors, 
basically family members. 

That will be followed 
by five years probation. 

Required restitution 
in the case has yet to be 
determined. McFarland 
will have to reimburse 
the state police for two 
informant buys, which 


discussion in court indi¬ 
cated would be $300. 

McFarland also has to 
surrender guns found 
at his home. In lieu of 
forfeiting his home in 
punishment in connec¬ 
tion with a drug crime, 
McFarland agreed to 
release $10,000 to the 
state police, including a 
$5,000 bond tendered in 
the case.

For as long as I can 
remember, we’ve had a 
dog in our home. 

Hobo, a small, fluffy 
mixed breed dog, is the 
first dog I can remember 
in my life. We lived in 
Campbellsburg across 
the old wooden bridge, 
and Hobo would walk to 
town with us to the store 
for a soda during the 
summer. 

As I moved into my 
teen years along came 
Blackie, a lab mix, and 
Sally, a Siberian husky. 
Blackie was a fixture at 
the house, but Sally liked 
to escape her kennel. 

She went missing one 
time and was found days 
later having been caught 
in a trap. She lost a leg, 
but didn’t miss a beat, 
although she wasn’t as 
quick to escape after that. 

When I left home for 
college, I was already 
married to another dog 
lover and it didn’t take us 
long to get a four-legged 
friend of our own. I was 
in the middle of a semes¬ 
ter of Shakespeare when 
we adopted Hamlet, a 
small brown terrier mix 
who was full of energy. 

When Troy and I 
moved back home to 
Kentucky, we added 
Cisco and Geronimo to 
our lives. Cisco was a 
shepherd mix of some 
sort with bushy eyebrows 
and a scraggly beard 
with a ton of personality. 
Geronimo, a large black 
lab, was the strong silent 
type who just wanted to 
be close to you. 

Geronimo and Cisco 
lived with us until they 
both passed. Geronimo 
had cancer and passed 
away at age 13 and Cisco 
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lived until he was about 
15. The imprint those 
two left on my heart is 
remarkable. They were 
our children when our 
friends were having two- 
legged babies and I loved 
them fiercely. When you 
spend that many years 
with a companion, no 
matter how many legs, it 
leaves a mark. 

It took a long time 
for me to recover from 
Geronimo’s death, but 
shortly before Cisco 
passed away, we acquired 
Kaiser, a weimaraner. 

He was a handful to say 
the least. When Cisco 
was still alive, Kaiser had 
a companion during 
the day while we were 
at work. After Cisco 
passed, Kaiser did not like 
being home alone and 
expressed his displeasure 
by being destructive - 
really destructive. 

I would arrive home 
in the afternoon and 
push the garage door 
opener and be amazed 
at the utter carnage one 
small dog could create in 
just a few hours. Kaiser 
shredded newspapers and 
cardboard, pulled items 
down from their shelves, 
chewed on everything 
including a pair of leather 


boots he ate down to the 
soles. We tried a num¬ 
ber of diversion tactics 
including crate training, 
but he figured out how 
to get out of the crate on 
day two. 

Ultimately, we chose 
to get a second weim to 
serve as a friend to Kaiser 
to help keep him out 
of trouble. We learned 
of a local rescue group 
dedicated to weimaraners 
and began the process of 
applying to adopt one of 
their weims. 

Once approved, we 
traveled to Indianapolis 
to visit a foster home and 
choose a new pet. There 
were several adoptable 
dogs at this home, but 
only two females, which 
was our preference. One 
was named Bella and 
she was gorgeous. She 
fit the breed standards 
and looked like a weim 
model. The other female 
was kerry blue in color, 
nearly charcoal grey, with 
a mangled ear and knock 
knees. She paid us abso¬ 
lutely no attention, but 
instead focused on dig¬ 
ging a hole in the back 
yard. We learned she was 
about 2-years-old had 
been used as a breeding 
female at a puppy mill 
and had not garnered any 
interest from potential 
adopters since her rescue. 

I was smitten, but not 
by the beautiful Bella. 
Bella would get adopted 
and soon, but Fergie 
truly needed to be res¬ 
cued. She was incredibly 
timid and weak at first. 
We had to pick her up 
and put her in the car 
and she seemed scared to 
death. I sat with her on 
the way home, stroking

her head and reassuring 
her that we’d take good 
care of her. 

From that point for¬ 
ward, she was my shad¬ 
ow. Around the house, 
she was never more than 
10 feet away from me, 
learning her way around 
the yard and learning 
to trust her new owner. 
Inside, if I got up and left 
the room, she followed, 
hesitant to let me out of 
her sight. 

The first night at our 
home, she slept on the 
floor next to the bed and 
I draped an arm over 
the side to pet her until 
she fell asleep. She had 
gained enough confi¬ 
dence the second night 
to jump up on the bed, 
where she found a spot 
at the foot of the bed, 
snuggled in and slept 
soundly. 

Eight years later, she’s 
still there. She and Kaiser 
are best buddies and 
Fergie has truly come 
into her own. She loves 
stuffed toys and enjoys 
ripping the squeaker out 
of them as soon as she 
can. She has the uncanny 
ability to find and retrieve 
turtles, don’t ask me why. 
Her record is six turtles 
found in 40 minutes 
while on a walk with 
us one day. She will eat 
anything except medicine 
and she loves to have her 
belly rubbed. 

Fergie is an absolute 
joy, and not to take any¬ 
thing away from Kaiser 
who is also much loved, 
but adopting Fergie was 
one of the best decisions 
we ever made. 

Those of you who are 
my friends on Facebook 
might get tired of my 


sharing adoptable dog 
pictures. I realize I do 
it a lot. But I just can’t 
stomach the thought 
of a dog living a lonely 
existence in a kennel or 
being euthanized for no 
discernable reason when 
surely there is a loving 
home out there for him. 

If you are remotely 
considering a pet, please 
consider adopting one. 
Our local animal shelter 
would be a great place 
to start. The Henry 
Trimble Animal Shelter 
posts pictures of lost 
and adoptable dogs on 
its Facebook page. We 
worked with Louisville 
Weimaraner Rescue to 
adopt Fergie and would 
recommend the organiza 
tion, but there are other 
breed specific rescue 
agencies out there as 
well. Neighboring coun¬ 
ties all have animal shel¬ 
ters and adoption agen¬ 
cies for pets at minimal 


costs. 

If you choose to work 
with a breeder, make 
sure it is a reputable one 
so that you are not con¬ 
tributing to the types of 
puppy mills that mistreat 
or abuse thousands of 
dogs like my Fergie. 

The great Ghandi once 
said, cc The greatness of 
a nation and its moral 
progress can be judged 
by the way its animals 
are treated.” I’m not 
trying to save the world 
or make a political state¬ 
ment, I just want to share 
the kind of love Fergie 
has given us with every¬ 
one else. 

Rescue dogs seem 
to love a little harder, 
become a little more 
attached to their own¬ 
ers and express gratitude 
on a deeper level. I feel 
that love and gratitude 
from Fergie all the time 
and with each turtle she 
brings me.

During the 113th Congress, 
I achieved a major legislative 
victory when an amendment 
I co-sponsored to H.R. 1947, 
the “Federal Agriculture 


Reform and Risk Management 
Act of 2013” (the FARRM 
bill), passed the House of 
Representatives. This amend¬ 
ment allows colleges, universi¬ 
ties, and state departments of 
agriculture to grow and culti¬ 
vate industrial hemp for aca¬ 
demic and agricultural research 
purposes in states where it is 
already legal. My amendment 
was included in the final ver¬ 
sion of the bill, which passed 
both the House and Senate 
and was signed into law by the 
President. Since then, numer¬ 
ous pilot projects have suc¬ 
cessfully launched throughout 
Kentucky. 

I reintroduced the Industrial 
Hemp Farming Act (H.R. 


525) in January of this year. 
My bill changes the fed¬ 
eral definition of marijuana to 
exclude industrial hemp, and 
would therefore prevent fed¬ 
eral government interference 
with a state that chooses to 
produce hemp. 

To date, twenty-one states 
(including Kentucky) have 
legalized hemp. 

I am hopeful that as more 
citizens in Kentucky and 
throughout the nation learn 
about the economic benefits 
of hemp, its job-creating 
potential, and its place in our 
nation’s history, H.R. 525 
will pass both the House and 
Senate and become law.

Officials: Kentucky's jobless rate continues its months-long decline 


Kentucky’s season¬ 
ally adjusted preliminary 
February 2015 unem¬ 
ployment rate plunged 
to 5.2 percent, the low¬ 
est rate since November 
2004, and remained 
below the national rate, 
according to the Office 
of Employment and 
Training (OET), an 
agency of the Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

The state rate fell 
from the revised January 
2015 rate of 5.5 percent 
and was 2.1 percent¬ 
age points below the 


adjusted jobless rate of 
5.5 percent for February 
2015 was a decrease 
from the January 2015 
rate of 5.7 percent, 
according to the U.S. 
Department of Labor. 

“February proved 
to be a record-setting 
month. Temperatures 
hit historical lows in 
much of Kentucky and 
the unemployment rate 
fell to a 10-year low of 
5.2 percent,” economist 
Manoj Shanker of the 
Office of Employment 
and Training said. “We 
have had seven straight 


national average.” 

Labor force statistics, 
including the unemploy¬ 
ment rate, are based 
on estimates from the 
Current Population 
Survey of households. 

It is designed to mea¬ 
sure trends rather than to 
count the actual number 
of people working. 

In February 2015, 
Kentucky’s civilian labor 
force was 1,987,617, 
an increase of 5,810 
individuals compared 
to the previous month. 
Employment was up by 
10,522, and the number 


an average of 22,000 
nonfarm jobs per month 
compared to the previ¬ 
ous year. The first two 
months of 2015 have 
seen a doubling of that 
figure,” said Shanker. 

Nonfarm data is pro¬ 
vided by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics’ Current 
Employment Statistics 
program. According 
to this survey, seven of 
Kentucky’s 11 major 
nonfarm North American 
Industry Classification 
System (NAICS) job sec¬ 
tors registered gains in 
employment, while four 


declined from the previ¬ 
ous month. 

Kentucky’s professional 
and business services 
sector added 2,000 posi¬ 
tions in February 2015 
from a month ago. 

Employment in the 
educational and health 
services sector increased 
by 1,600 positions in 
February 2015, and 
gained 5,100 jobs over 
the year. Healthcare jobs, 
which account for nearly 
90 percent of employ¬ 
ment in this sector, 
had a month-to-month 
increase of 1,800 jobs 


in February 2015 and 
expanded by 4,500 posi¬ 
tions over last year. 

“The consumer 
economy is humming. 
Low unemployment 
rates translate into more 
money for consumer 
spending. But the surge 
in spending is from the 
strong dollar and low 
energy prices,” Shanker 
said. 

Mining and logging 
sector jobs dropped by 
100 in February 2015. 

The industry has 
lost 800 jobs since last 
February.

If you care for some¬ 
one with dementia or 
Alzheimer’s disease you 
may notice that they get 
increasingly agitated, 
anxious, more confused 
or aggressive as the sun 
begins to set. 

These symptoms may 
be associated with sund¬ 
owner syndrome. 

Sundowner syndrome 
causes people to be con¬ 
fused at the end of the 
day and into the night. 

It is common for 
individuals who are sun- 
downing to pace, wan¬ 
der, ignore directions 
and not sleep well. 

While the cause of 


sundowner syndrome is 
not fully understood by 
scientists, theories to its 
cause include changes 
in a person’s internal 
biological clock, which 
is controlled by circa¬ 
dian rhythms; changes 
in body temperature; 
sleeping disorder; inad¬ 
equate exposure to light 


and a side effect to some 
medication. 

The shorter and some¬ 
times grayer days of win¬ 
ter can sometimes exac¬ 
erbate these symptoms. 

As a caregiver, vari¬ 
ous environmental or 
behavioral changes can 
help alleviate some of 
the symptoms associated 


with sundowning. 

For example, morning 
light therapy may help 
alleviate restlessness, 
sleeplessness and agita¬ 
tion. 

Researchers suggest 
trying to shine a full- 
spectrum fluorescent 
lamp on the individual 
while they are participat¬ 
ing in morning activities 
such as eating breakfast 
or watching television. 

Pulling the blinds and 
turning regular lights 
on earlier in the evening 
may also help alleviate 
stress associated with the 
sun setting. 

When possible, it can 


be helpful to organize 
daily events and activi¬ 
ties, including doctor’s 
appointments, visits and 
outings early in the day. 

Exercise during the 
day can increase evening 
tiredness and lead to a 
more restful night. 

A supplement of mela¬ 
tonin has also shown 
promise in helping indi¬ 
viduals cope with sund¬ 
owner syndrome.

Smallmouth fishing returns as water recedes

Many of us who 
remember the March 
1997 floods in Kentucky 
recently had uncomfort¬ 
able pangs of forebod¬ 
ing as storm systems 
dropped heavy amounts 
of rain freight-trained 
across the state. 

It looked like another 
1997 for a day or so. 
Small, normally docile 
neighborhood creeks 
suddenly filled base¬ 
ments, eroded roadways 
and carried away belong¬ 
ings. Lexington set an 
April record for rainfall 
over the span of one day. 

“The biggest prob¬ 
lem from all of this 
rain is not only is the 
flow too high to fish, 
but it will take awhile 
for the clarity to come 
back,” said David 
Baker, stream biolo¬ 
gist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. 
“Temperatures are in 
the mid-to high 50s on 
some streams, so it will 
soon be a good time for 
fishing. We just need a 


little more time.” 

Baker believes small¬ 
mouth bass waters lying 
downstream of major 
lakes such as Green 
River or Barren River 
will likely be blown out 
for a considerable time. 
Smaller streams clear 
and return to normal 
much quicker than larger 
streams and make the 
best option for small¬ 
mouth bass right now. 

“This is a time when 
you can catch some of 
the biggest stream small¬ 
mouth of the year as 
they prepare to spawn,” 
Baker said. “They are a 
little more accessible and 
easier to catch.” 

Wading is an excel¬ 
lent way to fish smaller 
streams for smallmouth 
bass, especially after the 
recent high water events 
likely undercut many 
streamside trees, tip¬ 
ping them over into the 
stream, providing poten¬ 
tially dangerous impedi¬ 
ments to paddling. 

The streams in south- 
central Kentucky near 
Bowling Green in the 
Barren River drainage 
such as the Gasper River 
and the Drakes Creek 


system are good places 
to try. 

“The Gasper usually 
will come down pretty 
quickly,” Baker said. 

“We do see smallmouths 
up to 18 inches and we 
get reports of 20 inchers 
from Gasper.” 

Baker said the Drakes 
Creek system drains a 
large geographical area 
in karst topography and 
takes longer to flow out, 
but contains a healthy 
population of small¬ 
mouth bass from 12 to 
16 inches long, with 
a few in the 18-inch 
range. 

The Drakes Creek 
system and Gasper River 
are part of the Warren 
County Blueways, a 
cooperative project from 
governmental agen¬ 
cies, Western Kentucky 
University and other 
groups to provide access 
to streams in south-cen¬ 
tral Kentucky. 

The website at www. 
trailsrus .com/blueways 
contains good informa¬ 
tion on access points 
with a detailed map. 

Baker said those 
streams flowing through 
public land in eastern 


Kentucky provide pro¬ 
ductive wading fishing 
opportunities for small¬ 
mouths. The Middle 
Fork of the Red River 
inside Natural Bridge 
State Resort Park in 
Powell County holds 
a decent population of 
smallmouth bass with 
good access. 

Rock Creek inside the 
Daniel Boone National 
Forest in McCreary 
County offers wad¬ 
ing anglers easy access 
with roads paralleling 
the creek for most of 
its length. The best 
fishing is upstream of 
Rock Creek’s junction 
with White Oak Creek. 
Rock Creek is known as 
one of Kentucky’s true 
mountain trout streams, 
but the creek holds a 
stable population of 
smallmouth bass. 

The Russell Fork in 
Pike County offers sev¬ 
eral productive public 
wading spots for small¬ 
mouths. The public river 
access at Ratliff Hole 
(also known as Potters 
Ford) inside the bound¬ 
aries of Breaks Interstate 
Park on KY 80 south of 
Elkhorn City makes one 


of the most scenic wad¬ 
ing spots in Kentucky. 

Wading anglers may 
also access the Russell 
Fork at Carson Island 
Access via Carson Island 
Road offKY80, just 
east of Elkhorn City. 

The Elkhorn City Park 
in downtown Elkhorn 
City grants anglers pub¬ 
lic wading access to a 
productive stretch of the 
Russell Fork. 

Elkhorn Creek in 
Franklin County fishes 
well even when the 
water is up a bit. Anglers 
may wade fish the 
Elkhorn at T.N. Sullivan 
Wildlife Management 
Area off KY 1262 and at 
the two Voluntary Public 
Access spots near the 
junction of Peaks Mill 
Road (KY 1900) and KY 
1262. 

All the lures you need 
for a successful wade eas¬ 
ily fit inside a cigar box. 
A pack of one-eighth- 
ounce leadheads, some 
black finesse worms, a 
bag of green-pumpkin 
tube baits along with a 
bag of four-inch Senko 
type soft plastic jerk- 
baits in the same color 
all catch stream small¬ 


mouths. Add a floating/ 
diving minnow lure like 
a Rapala and you’re set. 

“Look for gravelly 
bottoms adjacent to the 
current,” Baker said. 

“A lot of times you can 
see the smallmouths in 
spring. Pitch a tube or 
soft plastic bait rigged 
on a leadhead near them 
and they will attack. 
Also, work areas adja¬ 
cent to current with a 
soft plastic jerkbait or a 
floating/diving minnow 
for smallmouths. The 
thing I love most about 
smaller streams is that 
any cast can be a good 
one.” 

For more informa¬ 
tion about smallmouth 
streams in Kentucky, 
visit the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife website at 
www.fw.ky.gov. Click on 
the “Fish” tab, followed 
by the “Recreational 
Fishing” tab and 
then the “Kentucky 
Smallmouth Streams” 
tab under the “Where to 
Fish” banner. 

The license year expired 
Feb. 28, so remember 
to purchase your fishing 
license before fishing 
this year. 
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to catcher Tyler Robbins 
to keep the Cats from 
falling behind.

perfect bunt up the first 
base line and Wills scored 
standing up, as the 
Mustangs had no chance 
to get him at the plate. 

Dill gave his team a 
mixed review after the 
game but was generally 
positive. 

“I thought we played 
well in two aspects of the 
game,” Dill said. “Jaydon 
Berry pitched well and 
kept us in the game 
even though our defense 
really struggled behind 
him. Offensively, we had 
a great approach at the 
plate. We got several big 
hits with runners in scor¬ 
ing position. The bottom 
of our lineup really came 
through with multiple hit 
games. We also executed 
our small ball game at 
the end to help us pull 
out the victory.” 

Berry continues to 
impress Dill, a former 
pitcher himself. 

“Jaydon was great on 
the mound,” he said. 

“As a freshman, to have 
that kind of poise when 
the defense is struggling 
behind him was pretty 
impressive. He had 13 
strikeouts and only two 
walks. He was really 
strong in the sixth and 
seventh inning when the 
game was in question.” 

Dill was most pleased 
to see his team bring 
practice field lessons to a 
real game situation. 


“We really emphasize 
bunting and small ball 
in practice,” Dill said. 
“Being able to execute 
in end game situations is 
very important to help us 
win games. 

“I actually told Bodie 
before the bottom of the 
seventh that Trey was 
going to get on, I was 
going to have him steal 
second and that you are 
going to bunt him to 
third. Bodie laid down 
the perfect bunt and 
reached safely. 

“Adam Kent is one 
of our better bunters 
and the situation set up 
perfectly to put on the 
suicide squeeze,” Dill 
continued. “To his credit, 
he executed the bunt to 
perfection.” 

While the coach was 
happy with the win, he 
knows that the team 
must perform better in 
the field. 

“Defensively we were 
really bad to be honest,” 
Dill said. “We have to get 
better on the infield and 
make the routine plays. 
We need to get tougher 
as a team and not let one 
mistake turn into more. 
That is an area where 
we need to grow up as 
a team if we want to get 
where we want to be at 
the end of the season. 

“I am proud of how 
this team responds to 
being behind. So far this 


season we have done a 
good job of finding a 
way to win games even 
when we do not play 


particularly well. That is 
important for our team’s 
confidence, as we are able 
to overcome adversity to 


a degree. With us being 
such a young team, these 
games will be really ben¬ 
eficial down the road.”

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three inches of him, and 
said, T want the ball. Let 
me go.’ 

“When a young man 
has the physical and 
mental toughness to bear 
down and tell his coach 
that, I have to respect 
that and see what hap¬ 
pens.

Young scored nine points 
in 22 minutes of action 
and became a fixture in 
the starting lineup for 
the next month. 

“It was a good change 
to get to start,” Young 
said. “I liked the respon¬ 
sibility but getting 
adjusted to that took a 
while.” 

He followed up the 
nine-point perfor¬ 
mance against Bethany 
with 10 points against 
Washington and 
Jefferson and 12 points 
against Geneva on Jan. 
14. 

But Young’s produc¬ 


tion began to dip after 
that and he made his last 
start on Feb. 4 against 
Bethany, the team that 
had started his run in the 
first five. 

“I hadn’t been per¬ 
forming up to what I had 
been doing,” Young said. 
“I went into about a two 
or three week slump that 
was kind of tough to get 
out of.” 

According to Cooper 
it was the long grind of a 
college basketball season 
that led to Young’s move 
back to the bench. 

“In late January it is 
not out of the ordinary 
to see a freshman hit 
the wall,” Cooper said. 
“They have been work¬ 
ing since the beginning 
of school and they are 
not used to that. The 
travel, games and practic¬ 
es begin to get to them. 


The adjustments he went 
through as an incom¬ 
ing player are not out of 
the ordinary. Freshmen 
are not prepared for the 
responsibility put on 
them.” 

When asked if he was 
surprised by the amount 
of playing time he got as 
a freshman Young said, 

“I feel like my expecta¬ 
tions changed from the 
beginning of the year. I 
didn’t expect to play that 
much, but as time went 
on, I felt more comfort¬ 
able with it.” 

Cooper is excited 
about Young’s future in 
the program. 

“The on the floor 
experience he got this 
year has uniquely pre¬ 
pared him to contribute 
significantly as an under¬ 
classman next year,” 
Cooper said. “The type 


of character he brings to 
our locker room is the 
type of young man you 
want in your program. 
The kids that come to 
Thomas More - you 
want to surround them 
with Austin Youngs.” 

Cooper wants more 
support from basketball 
fans in Henry County 
who saw Young lead the 
Wildcats to a 20-win 
season and trip to the 8 th 
Region tournament. 

“We would like to 
see some people from 
down there make the 
short drive up to support 
him over the next three 
years,” Cooper said. “I 
think high school bas¬ 
ketball fans would enjoy 
the type of basketball we 
play. It is true college 
basketball and very com¬ 
petitive.” 

With no seniors on the 


roster next year and just 
three juniors, Young and 
the other five freshmen 
from this year’s team can 
expect to be thrust into 
a more prominent role 
for the team. Young is 
excited about that. 

“Ever since we met 
in the fall, we fresh¬ 
men have become really 
close,” he said. “I’m 
looking forward to what 
we can do along with the 
incoming freshmen.” 

Young said he is happy 
that he chose Thomas 
More. 

“Overall, I’ve really 
enjoyed it here,” he 
said. “I was worried 
about coming here but 
it’s been great. Thomas 
More is a really good fit 
for me. Being in a small 
school has made it easier 
for me.”
